Among the ‘Onlifornia | 


distinguished for agricultural develop- 
ments, Sonoma may well be classed 
among the first. What with its large 
size, its great proportion of tillable. 
lands, its varied productions, and its 
never-failing crops, we are not sure 
any other part of California affords 
equal opportunities for farming enter- 
prise. 

The few severe droughts which bai 
affected most other portions of the 
state, have never affected this county. 
In the dryest seasons it yields rich 
cropsof Indian corn, oats, barley,wheat, 
and potatoes. The fields of corn in 
this county well compare with those of 
Illinois in their appearance and yield. 
The wheat is rather liable to rust in 
wet seasons, which fact seems the only 
check to its great prosperity. Its fruits 
are also of most excellent quality, es- 
pecially all its hardier varieties; but its 
peaches are generally a failure, except 
in the eastern and northern portions. 
Its grapes are very good except along 
the ocean coast, and are extensively cul- 
tivated. If only varieties suitable for 
the table and for raisins were raised, 
there would be in these immense wealth 
to the country. But the cheap Cali- 
fornia wine grape, not one-fifth as valu- 
uable in market and but little more 
productive, is generally cultivated and 
nearly the whole crop is turned into 
wine. The effect of this wine-making 


large numbers of those engaged in it. 
They are not often drunk so as to stag- 
ger in the street; but are becoming 
habitually boozy, not like aconstant 
brandy tippler, showing it by increased 
talkativeness, but rather the opposite, 
except when extra potions are taken, 
so that the habitual wine-drinker in 
California becomes a rather slow, care- 
less, unenterprising, unintellectual crea- 
ture. With this, he remarkably loses 
moral and religious interest. He lives 
along, steadily employed perhaps in 
some kind of work, but his life is more 
or less a boozy life, with all the finer 
moral and rationally emotional nature 
dulled. Finally, wine is not strong 
enough, and brandy is substituted, and 
the man becomes the drunkard. This 
wine-making is becoming the very curse 
of California, and Sonoma county is 
liable to be most deeply involved in that 
curse. 

The scenery of Sonoma county is 
endlessly varied and very pleasing. 
Fair mountains extend along its eastern 
border its whole length, with number- 
less spurs and rolling foot-hills reach- 
ing out into the leveler portions. A 
wild, wooded region broken with moun- 
tains, occupies all its northern part, ex- 
cept the narrow romantic valleys of the 
Russian river and Dry creek. One 
high, noble range extends from the 
south near the center, north, between 
Petaluma and Sosome valleys, ending 
at Santa Rosa, the county seat. The 
Western portion is all rolling hills and 
beautifully intervening vales, the whole 
covered with rich soil, and all suscepti- 
ble of cultivation. It is rare that rain 
is 80 severe as to interfere many days 
with plowing, and never has the drought | D 
been a damage to the yield. A railroad 
is being built to extend through the 
whole length of the county, and is al- 
ready completed from a good landing 
on the bay to Healdsburg, on the Rus- 
Sian river. This road has much stimu- 
lated the development of all interests, 
particularly in the northern portion of 
the county. 

The religious features of the county 
are expressed by enumerating three 
Congregational churches, six Presbyte- 
ran, seven or eight Methodist E/pisco- 
pal, three or four Methodist South, 
three Baptist, two Cumberland, three 
Disciple, two Episcopal, two or three 
Seventh-day and a few Ro- 
man.

Its churches include one of 
each denomination, excepting two, of 
those mentioned above as found in the 
county. The Congregational is the 
third organized in the state, and the 
third in membership outside of San 
Francisco. It has most of the time 
from the beginning had the benefit of 
steady ministerial labor, yet in the cir- 
cumstances it. has had the disadvantage 
of many changes in its pastors. It 1s 
hoped that in their present able and 
popular pastor and bishop, Rev. C. Jd. 
Hutchins, they may long enjoy the ben- 
efit of an efficient and settled ministry. 
A change of preachers, where the de- 
sign is to occupy a new country and 
recruit all possible to the denomination, 
is a very good one. ‘* Work to get all 
possible,” is the order of the day in this 
case, and if very wrong measures are re- 
sorted to, it makes no difference, change 
the minister, hush all up, and drive on. 
This, as a measure of propagandization, 
may work well for a time; but it fear- 
fully interferes with the purity, christian 
edification, and permanent religious 
prosperity of a church. 


The schools of Petaluma are now only 
those of the public state organization, 
but with fine buildings, well graded, and 
under the vigorous management of their 
Principal, Mr. Anderson, they seem to 
meet every want of the place. The 
county has two of anindependent char- 
acter. At Healdsburg,the Presbyterians 
have a superior academy, with good in- 
structors. The school, on every ac-

“But. the heart ‘of Jepthah was ‘fillea 
with an anguish which honors and tri- 
umphs could not alleviate. The’ stern 
conqueror, the mah who fearlessly faced 
death in battle, never forgot that awful 
hour, in which his own hand at the sac- 
rificial altar, fulfilled the vow which he 
had vowed unto the Lord.

| word which ‘in all’ ages of the church, 
and among all branches of the Reform-

meaning. In the ordinary evangelical 
sense of the word it is equivalent to the 
Scriptural phrases, ‘‘created” anew, 
Ephesians iv, 24, born of a ‘‘new birth.” 
The subjects of it are “alive from the 
dead,” ‘‘new creatures,” ‘‘called out 
of darkidsa into marvellous light.” If 
these expressions of holy Scripture 
have any meaning, they indicate a great 
‘*moral ‘change’—the greatest of all 
moral changes, éven the transformation 
of a sinner into a saint, of a corrupt 
and inipure man into an humble, be- 
lieving disciple. This ‘is not what is 
meant by being ‘‘ regenerate” accord- 
ing to the declaration of the Bishops 
of Baltimore. ~ They’ have emptied the 
word of inuch of its meaning, and they 
have’ not told’ us what’ is ‘left.’

From the Commercial Heraldand Market Review. 


Commercial Intelligence. 


The Grain trade the present sesson has been marked. 
with many peculiarities; bat, with admitted light crops of 
Wheat, and consequent high prices for Breadstuffs, who, of 
all the dealers engaged in this important traffic, could have 
have predicted the present crowded condition of our ware- 
houses upon the city-front and at many prominent points 
around our Bay. At the time of harvest, it was supposed 
that the warehouse business the current year must neces- 
sarily be anprofitable—in fact, a losing business for all en- 
gaged in it; but quite the reverse of this is the case. Our 
large grain-warehouses are now all full to repletion; and | 
the query naturally arises, why this is so, considering the 
comparitively light receipts of Wheat the present season. 
The answer is ready: money, at the time of harvest, was 


very abundant, at low rates, and farmers. desirous of hold- 


ing their crops for a few months, were enabled to procure 
loans'for nearly the fall market value of the Wheat: and 
having thus made arrangements to hold for the season, 
placed their mark for Wheat at threé cents. This rate 
placed the Grain far above a safe shipping point, even at 
the unprecedentedly low freights prevailing; and instead 
of exporting seventy cargoes of Breadstufis—as we did up 
to this date last year—we have now only shipped off seven- 
teen cargoes. Thus, in 1870, we exported to date 70 cargoes, 
carrying 1,957,112 ctls Wheat, valued at $3,598,881, against 
17 cargoes in 1871, of 469,158 centals, valued at $1,129,111. 

Our Wheat receipts for the same period have been 1,300, 000 


ctls, against 2,900,000 ctls same time last season. Our stock | 


in warehouse is now considerably more than it was a year 
ago. This state of things is not creditable to our produ- 
cers; they were unwilling to folldw the market and sell at 
high rates, and now we have a falling market for w need 
and other grains, and without a apeedy revival of an e 
trade, wesee nothing to prevent an early and heavy decline 
in values. With copious rains in November, this decline by 
many is thought to be inevitable. The highest point 
reached this crop year was.$2 85for_an export cargo, and 
$2 65 would to-day be deemed a fair price for good ship- 
ping Wheat, considering the liberal supplies now reaching 
us from Oregon and the restricted export demand for both 
Flour and Wheat. It should be said, in this connection, 
that at present there is comparatively little Wheat arrive 
ing, and but little offering ‘on sale. Were it otherwise, a 
decline would now be inevitable. But the fact is, most of 
our largest holders have made their monetary arrange- 
ments to extend until after “ New Year,’’ when the rain- 
fall question will doubtless be settled, aud some intelli- 
gent estimates made of the probable crop yield for 1872. 
The present demand for Flour is mainly local, the export 
requirement confined chiefly to China,] where supertine 
grades only are taken for remittance. 

In regard to feed grains, it will be seen that our receipts 
of both Barley and Oats approximate very closely to those 
of same time last year; and yet, by reason of high and in- 
flated prices, stocks have been suffered to accumulate until 
they have become quite burdensome to many holders. 
Prices in consequence continue to droop, but for the lack 
of an export market, sales are comparatively light, with 
some anxiety manifested in certain quarters to realize. 
Business at present is very much circumscribed. Corn 
sympathizes with this depression, with light sates. Rye is 
scarce and wanted. Buckwheat is lower. Bran, Hay and 
Middlings continue to rule high. Beans are more sought 
after at enhanced rates. Hops for the most part are held 
above the views of buyers, thus ruling out Eastern purcha- 
sers. 


The activity before noticed in Wools has been lost, and 
the market has again relapsed into exceeding quietness, 
with a reputed stock in warehouse of 15,000 bales, chiefly of 
low and medium grades. Hides continue in request at old 
rates, Tallow is unchanged in value. Leather is in good 
demand, both for local use and for shipment East. | 

- The Dairy supply is at the moment unusually small, par- 
ticularly of fresh roll Butter and Cheese. The stock of the 
latter is short, owing to limited production the present 
season. Eggs are very scarce and high. — 


Oregon’s surplus Wheat crop is computed at 75, 000 tons. 
Much of this will be exported direct to the United King 
dom, although considerable Wheat and Flour is finding its 
way here. The H. ©. Besse brought 311 tons Wheat. The 
Montana brought 7,698 sks Wheat and 3 800 qr sks Flour. 
The Live Yankee and bark Almy will each bring a full car- 
go of Flour and Wheat.

A wail of distress reaches us from the island 
of St. George, which cannot be passed by with- 
out remark. When Congress leased to the 
Alaska Commercial Company the right to take 
seals on the islands adjacent to that Territory, 
it did not intend to invest the company with 
power to defraud the natives, or deprive them 
of privileges which are deemed inestimable by 
other American citizens, and from the enjoy- 
ment of which there is, and can be, no author- 
ity to divest them. It is alleged, over the sig- 
natures of twenty-nine sufficiently intelligent 
and réliable™Aleuts, that they are subjected to 
the most oppressive tyranny, in various ways. 
The terms of the lease between the United 
States and the Alaska.Commercial. Company 
require of the latter that it should pay an an- 
nual rental of $65,000; a royalty of $2.62), on 
each fur-seal skin taken and shipped; fifty-five 
cents-on each gallon of oil extracted and sold; 
should’ furnish the natives with stated annual 
amounts of salt, and keep on hand certain arti- 
cles for their use; and should furnish the chil- 
dren with educational facilities for a specified 
period of each year. The Aleuts complain that 
these obligations have been violated, either in 
letter or in spirit. It is alleged by them, that 
the company refuses to pay more than 40 cents 
each for thé skins taken, and that none but the 
very best will be received; that inferior sorts 
are refused and thrown into the sea, to avoid 
paying the royalty of $2 621% on each one, as 
it is not shipped in accordance with the letter 
of the lease; that the company will not extract, 
or permit the extraction, of oil, because it does 
not prove remunerative under the royalty of 
55 cents the gallon; that they are beaten, in- 
sulted, and abused by the officers or agents of 
the company; that the articles sold to them by 
the company, which has an entire monopoly of 
the trade, are of poor quality, but exorbitant 
price, while the pay they receive is dispropor- 
tionably small; that they are kept in sucha
